The speech of the minister of the in- 
terior in response to the civic address 
proBented by Mayor Fell was partly his- 
torioal, partly explanatory and wholly in- 
atruetive. One thousand ladies and gen- 
tlemen listened to the address with an 
attention and interost which found vuiit 
in frequent bursts of unthusiuatic chuor- 
ing. Mr. White nipidly and ooncisaly 
reviewed the history of coiifudonilinn and 
showed how all of British North America 
had proa^iered ainoa that important event. 
He then reviewed the steps taken to in 
oluJo Hritish Columbia in tlio confederacy, 
and showed how, after floiiie disappoint- 
iiieiit and a vast peouiiitiry nacrifioe, the 
ruad was at last coniplotod fiom ocoan to 
ocean, lu speaking of tiio dobt iui^urrod 
by Canada to secure the oonatruction of 
the railway Mr. White convinced his 
hearers that if money can be laid out on 
public works of a productive oharnctor a 
government ahnuld not hesitato lo borrow 
it atid leave posterity to Bi|uaro the ac- 
count , 'I'hero was loud cheering wlmii 
Mr. Wliite announced that in llie course 
of two or three weeks Sir .lohu Macdonald 
woiild be here; and there was another 
round of applause when Mr. White hav- 
ing delivered a brilliant peroration, ro- 
Bumed his aoat. Tlio iiddreaa waa :in abhi 
exposition of the Ottawa gnvornuii^'.it's 
policy from the BtnndpciiiU of an honor- 
able gentleman who has always liocn a 
warm and oonsiatent advocate of thi^ rit^hts 
of this province. 

CA^A in A iV r^'I>KPKNl>l<:^('l■:. 

The young liberals of Montreal have 
■hown the white feather, on the ^reat sou- 
timental question — the independence of 
Canada. Wo read in the report of the 
recent convention that tlio adjourned de- 
bate on I'ainulian iiKlopendeiu'e and Cana- 
dian t roaly nniliini^ powers w.ia reauiiied 'J 
amendnienta to tlio main motion having 
been withdrawn. Mr. Uloran moved, 
seconded by Mr. A. Dorion, That the dix- 
eimion of the (/iie.fh'cn be adjourned until 
nrjt ie.«i(<)i Suveral speakers apoke fav- 
orably to the anieiKlmi'i.t. The main 
motion, dBclnriiif; in favor of Canada 
nugotialing her own commercial treatiea, 
was tht'ii adopted. It will bo rumem- 
bored that the subject came up for dis- 
cussion at the Toronto convention, but 
the young liberals had not, as the Toronto 
Telegram then said, the coura<;e of their 
' convictions and declined to pronounce 
themselves in favor of Canada standing 
alone among the nations. They feared, 
no doubt, that they might in some way 
hamper the reform party, and the old 
liberali .who gained admission to the con- 
verition took 'care to privately inculcate 
that idea. Well, the matter has been 
settled 80 tar as Blontreal is concerned, 
for this year, at all events; aud the old 
liberals there too have evidently been suc- 
cuocassful in inculcating their ideas on the 
great question of Canada's future. Tlie 
independence scheme is perhaps ouo 
of the moat hollow aud far-fetched that has 
arisen during the existeuce of British North 
America. It in no unpatriotic, ho unreason- 
able and HO impossible as to eonimend itself 
only to the visionary or the eutliusiaKt. 
Granted that Cauadii did bfcoiiio an iudu- 
pendont nation, wbiit advantages would 
accrue? The question would be hotter 
answered by putling tbp ciufry 
in the negative, aud asking under 
what disadvantages would sli« not labor? 
She -would require a large staudiug army 
and o costly navy, which would be an ex- 
peuBe simply disa.strous to this Struggling 
young country. She has now as largo a 
degree of home rule as any reasonable man 
could demimd, uiul has thv strong arm of 
Britain to rely ou iu the event of wiir. Sup- 
pose for a momeut, though wo trust and 
feel that the contiu;,'cney is ii long way olV, 
thLt the present iuU-.-national difficulty with 
reference to the lishery qaestiou should 
result iu hostilities between Canada and the 
republic. Could Canada cope sucoeasfully 
<nith the United States in such an event ? 
There can only be one answer to the (lues- 
tion. But with Britain at our back 
we can face the world. Again, 
Canada h nation would require miiuaterB 
at all tho Courts— an expense which can 
readily be conceived, aud which would 
■imply bankrupt the nation. Tho Cana- 
dian minister to the Court of 8t. James', 
or to any other foreign court, would be 
expected to auetain an establiahmcnl in 
keeping with hn hij^h otlico. We have 
now a high ccjmmissioner in London in 
the person of Sir Charles Tupper, and the 
liberal press fairly revels in denunciation 
of the sovernmsnt'a action in retaining 
•0 "useless and coatly" an ornament in 
the mother country. "Useless and costly" 
ho is not,, since he bus been of incal- 
culable Bervico to tho Dominion during 
hiB stay in London. As our high com- 
raioeioner he is an oxpeiiHO which we do 
not feel, because so unoful and necessary, 
but as an ambassador c f the nation, with 
numerous minor lutellitus revolving 
around him, and carrying an oatablinh- 
ment in keeping with his dignity ho would 
simply bu an expense which would nuiko 
the liberal syinpathizeri with inde- 
pendence hold up their hands in 
holy horror and bewail the day 
they had ever consented to dis- 
solve the connection with firoat Hritain. 
There are many other aubataniial conaid- 
eratioiiB entering into the (pieation whic'i 
make it scoin the dream of unthuaiasta, 
and utterly impracticable for many years 
at least. And really the idea is a sea- 
timental one. Many bright young spirits 
have entorod zealously into tho cause, and 
taking no thought of the morrow, droani 
of the day whenUanada shuU stand uniong 
the nations. One whoso prose is as rich 
and marr(jwy as his poetry is sweet and 
strong has used his surpassing gift of song 
to further the cause which he has at 
heart. To his mind and to those of the 
ivteiie of which ho is tho coiitro, the idea 
of an ultiniato annexation with the 
United States aa tho result of indopon- 
dence, is as distasteful as it is impossible. 
But would that not be the natural result 
of such a backward move/ Wo think so. 
Canada, a nation, unable to retain the 
state and dignity befitting a sovereignty 
would soon lapse into a mood of diac.-in- 
tont, tinged with regret, and could hardly 
fail as a dernic-r rii.s.iori to consent 
to bo swallowed up in tho 
great sister nation to which 
she is attached by so many ties of human 
kinship, natoral affection and common in- 
torest. It is not floying too much to add 
that ninny of thojpromotora of the iudopond- 
oneo idea, more ospocially in tho province 
of Quebec, have really that end in view. 
Give us, rtay thoy, inddpeo .'.oiico, aud an- 
nexation will soon follow. Tho indi poiul- 
onco Bohotno is too wild to eonuneiul itself 
to the practical, thoughtful and far-se( ir,g 
men of this young Dominion. Wiu-o happy 
as we are aad deuro no change at prcsbut 
at least. HaTlng nearly all the powers and 
rights of a nation, we have none of ita rc- 
sponsibilitioH, none of Its oaros, and are 
unwilling to exchange our present Independ- 
fut cQuditinu for a sentiment and a dream. 



A 80BAP OF FltES'nil HISTORY 
REFI VKD. 

Tho Count de Paris in his mimifeato 
reminds France of. the glories it exper- 
ienced for nine centuries under the rule 
of his ancestors. These "glories" cul- 
minated in the reign of terror. Inasmuch 
as mona: chy to-day proaeiits itself under 
the mark of constitutional governmunt 
shorn of half of its power to crush human 
liberty, it is possible that tho younger 
generations may grow up forgetful "f 
what it was when' all powerful, riie 
Count de Paris by his manifesto has chal- 
lonpod, unfortunately for himself, tho 
verdict of history. That verdict is that 
the rule of his aiicoatora reduced Franco 
to that stage of ignorance, brutality and 
doop seated poverty that the masses roaa 
aud overthrow order by the sheer weight 
of brute force. Scenes were enacted as 
tho legitimate offspring of despotic and 
incompetent monarchical rule which to 
this day have ro-actod againat tho cause 
of liberty, lio back a little more than 
Olio century in the history of h'rance and 
Louis .KV, one of those vaunted ancest- 
ors of the Count de Paris reigned. Mil- 
liona were being wasted in the erection 
of palaoea; tho royal households contained 
sixty thousand per.sons, ouch drawing 
from the public treasury from ti'J.oUU to 
8;lO,000 annually; tlio aiK.ual coat for gold 
lace alone upon tho liveries of the royal 
aorvants wiia §400,000; in X"!'^ tlif lnii>:)a 
o/thekin^ cud France SL'0,000,000, and 
the average annual cost of his licentious- 
ness to France wos S-IC, 400,000, ond sim- 
ilar extravagant e.^peiulituro prevailed in 
every de|)artnii!iit of tiie public St'rvire. 
: But what of the people/ While Louis 
Quinza was riotously feasting, his people 
I were starving. A horrible famine was 
1 sweeping over the country. Tho miser- 
able peasantry worked in (;angs like slaves 
j along the roads to pay the taxes which 
thoy cmAii not earn by labor; tho prisons 
wen* full of unfurl uiiiilea shut out from 
tliu light of day, by virtue of blank orders 
of impriaonmont sold by tho king to his 
nobles for large sums, leaving the nobles 
j to Gil in the blanks with the names oi 
their enemies; the oppressed peasantry 
' wei% actually driven to "eat tho grass of 
tho roailaide and the herbs of the field," 
and to devour moat unlit for food. When 
the Count de Paris aska Franco to recall 
the glory she enjoyed for centuries under 
the rule of his ancestors, it is well and 
just that the attention of younger gener- 
ations be directed to the real state of af- 
fairs which then existed. The horrors of 
the lirat Freiicli revolution were also the 
fruits for which the rule of the Bourbons 
had sown the seed.

A Brilliant Ueceptioii at tlic 
Victoria Last Nislit. 

Address by tlie City Corporation 
aud a Powerful Reply by the 
Minister of the Interior.

Hon. Mr. White, on coming forward was 
rooeived with cheorH, aud when he had an 
opportunity to ajjoak, replied aa folio wa: 

Mk. Mavor a.ni> LAnii;.a and (Iknti.k- 
mhn: I thank you most cordially, Mr. 
Mayor and members uf the city council 
for tho addreaa which you have just pre- 
sented to me, aud the words of welcome 
which that addreas embodicH; ond I de- 
eire to thank you, ladiea aud gentlemen, 
for your kiiidneaa in coming out to give 
to me -an ciUiio stranger — though 1 
hope not a atraiigiT by reputation — such 
a greeting. I am obliged to ycu, Mr. 
Mayor aud membera of the council, for 
having romcinbered ifi tho address the 
fact that my gotid wife and daughters ac- 
companied mo. [(Cheers. I 1 can aasuro 
you that it ia to tnem an occa.3ion of the 
groalcat pleasure; and, we will all, on re- 
turning to our home, bear with us pleaa- 
ant memories of the days we have ape m 
in the city of Victoria. You, Mr. Mayor, 
were good onmigh to say tliat I was tho 
lirat Canaiiiun minister who had visited 
iJritiah Columbia reaching hore entirely 
on British territory; and as an old ad- 
vocate of tho construction of the Cana- 
dian Pacitic railway, it will always be to 
mo a source of pride that I occupy that 
distinguished position. The completion 
of thia railway, as it has been truly re- 
marked, enibddioa tho completion of con- 
federation. [Cheera.] Confederation 
originally waa a:i imperial, as wull ai a 
Canadian ijueation. The people and 
statesmen of Great Britain realized the 
importance of having on this North 
American continent a strong-handed 
power, and all tho inlhiencB which they 
could bring to boar was exerted with u 
view to bringing about that union. Tho 
union involved a serious responsibility, 
but great advantagea. It it not twenty 
years since tho provinces aa a Dominion 
were brought together; and aa in tho 
west so in tho oast that union waa 
brought about by meana of \vh;it appear- 
ed at the time a very conaiderablo sacri- 
lioe. Twenty years ayo upper and lower 
Oansda had a population of but three 
milliona of people. It was a land of vast 
poaaibilitios; ou the oast shut out from 
tho sea in winter by snow and ice; and on 
tho woat by a vast territory dopondiiig for 
six months in the year upon American 
routcE and courtesy, and American enter- 
prise. When ooofederation first present- 
ed itself the aabjeot of iater>aommunica- 
tion and construction of a railway was 
made the basis of the torma of union bu- 
twoon old Canada, Now Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia. That was a work involving 
very serious responsibilities. It was a 
work which aocao people thought would 
plunge the country in ruin, but it waa 
the biuit of union, and aa ineb under* 



taken with the' same courage as has char- 
I aoterized the conduct of that political 
party ever since. (Cheers.) After con- 
federation had beeu established, iu tho 
very first session of confederation with 
those provinces the question of oxtonsion 
westward began to occupy attention, and 
in the second session of tho Dominion 
the arrangements under whioh the people 
of Canada aasuniad poaseasion of Manitoba 
and the northwest was historically rati- 
lied by the first parliament, and an 
agreement was made for tho incorpora- 
tion of Britiali Columbia into tho Do- 
minion of Canada. (Cheera.) Tho 
basis waa the construction of the 
Canadian I'aciGc railway within ten yeara 
and the ground of attack upon the union. 
Tho question which the public men who 
had courage enough to adopt that policy 
had to faco, was the terrible responsibility 
of undertaking to build within ten years a 
line through a country so vast and thon 
almost unknown and uninhabited. I re- 
member, though not then in parliament 
the diacussion whioh took place In rela- 
tion to thia immense undertaking. Oandi- 
datua for parliamentry honors — opposed to 
tho govornmont — could apparently find no 
bettor work than to give tho weight of 
silver required to build that railway — tho 
diatanco in a line of dollar* it would reach, 
and the number of teams it would take to 
carry it, and all this, for what/ To reach 
u province which was simply rocka and 
nothing else. Useless then, and in tho 
future a source of ombarraHsmout and ox- 
penae. And I am aorry to say that the 
government failed to secure such a largo 
majority aa they had had; and that that 
majority decreased under the influence of 
tho opposition brought against thia rail- 
way 111 making reference to thia matter 
i (1(1 not iln ao for the purpose of making 
a party aueech, but to review, briefly as it 
may be, tho history of that under- 
taking and tha relation of parties 
to it. (Cheers.) The liberal party 
came into oHico, — aud in justice to 
Mr. Mackenzie, I will aay thikt the first 
act ho paBsod waa an act to provide for the 
conat ruction of tho Canadian I'acilic 
Railway [cheers], but unfortunately no 
company upiiearud willing to undertake 
tho work, and I am afraid that Mr. Mao- 
ken/.ie him.self was net over sanguine aa 
to tho poli(;y which he was adopting, 
lie sent Mr. Edgar here as a plenipoten- 
tiary for the purpose uf conducting nego- 
tiations to relieve the Dominion of the 
burden. What Edgar did ia an unknown 
(|uantity in tho history of the country; but 
having remained hero throe days, he 
evinced— and I can sympathize with him 
— a desire to remain longer [laughter]. 
Ue wrote verse; but beyond tne records 
which tho public accounts show no one 
({uite kiiowa what £dgar did on that mi.-* 
81011 to liritiah Columbia. One thing la 
certain: lie did not altogether satisfy 
you, gentlemen [laughter]; because al- 
most aimultaneoualy with hia departure, 
did not you demand what you had a right 
to demand — the fulfilment of the terma of 
union) [cheers] The negotiations that then 
took place resulted in what are known aa 
"Carnarvon terma;" — words which did 
considerable service in the debates in tha 
Dominion commons and your own legis- 
lature, and ovon iu the words of certain 
famous arches. (Laughter.) Tho terms 
accepted by tho government of Canada 
and upparontly by Britiah Columbia were 
far diil'ereiit in the result from the oveot 
which we celebrate here to-day. (Cheers.) 
Thoia terma were made in 1876.. In 1878 
not nfuob progress li'ad been maBe to, 
wards tho fuKilliuont of them Certainly 
surveys had goo" on and .Mr. Sandford 



you will have an opportunity uf seeing 
him here and will be able to realize the 
full fruition of tho greatest event of his 
public life — an event wliich marks him as 
a atatesiiian in everything which makes 
statesmanship valuable — a statoainan hav- 
ing the courage to work for the future of 
his country. That contract was entered 
into with the understanding that by 1890 
the road would be completed. It waa a 
line of railway, not from Lake Superior 
to the Pacific ooaat as the Oarnarvon 
terma ilxed it, but a lino of railway con- 
necting the Canadian Pacific railway sys- 
tem, running north of Lake .Superior and 
landing here on the Pacific ocean, which 
waa the contract then entered into. That 
waa six yeara ago; five in reality, since 
the contract waa firat entered into, 
and to day what do we aoe) The 
rugged shores of the north of Lake Sup- 
erior what used to bo described to us as 
inaccosaible to railway coiir^u iiction have 
been travorsod; "the sea of mountains" 
has been traveraed; the railway ia prac- 
tically hewn in your midst, and all within 
four years of tho ten years fixed in the 
original compact made with British Col- 
umbia [cheers]. Four years before the 
torma fixed for the complotiou of the con- 
tract, and four yeara before the time re- 
quired for the C.irnarvon terms [cheers]. 
That ia a record of which, not the people of 
British Columbia alnne, but tho people.of 
Canada may well bo proud Icheers], 
To-day I'.iiti.sli (.Jidiinihia tiiidB herself 
bound t(; the other provinces not alone by 
ties of natioipiliiy and Iny dty, but by tho 
iron ban 1 whi(.'b in these day.-; i.s the strong- 
est ooment that can be iipplieil for uniting 
people together. To acooaiplish all tlu.a re- 
quired, as you may readily nnder.stand, a 
good deal of courage ou tho part of the 
Ktatesiuun of t7annda. Cauada, large in 
area, was after all a sLuall oommuuity of 
four milliona of pcoiile, and it required on 
the puit of atdtcsiuuiigovoruiugltsdeatiniya 
a degree of coiuage not often found among 
the .stiilesineu ofthewoild. fCheurs.] Tho 
conservative jiarty its political 

life iu its hands, for failure meant 
disaMtor to it.self as wi ll as in a 
cousidorable extent to the country. 
So they "took tho bull by thehorna," but 
all, however, was not plain aailing. When 
the syndicate was first formed there were 
those who aaid that the company would 
aimply build tho line from Winnipeg to 
tho foot of tho Rockies, and that tliey 
would leavu the line north of L:iko Su - 
porior and to British C<duiiibia to tho re- 
moto future and declare (after having 
built the paying part of the line) that 
they were unable to go any further.

nedy were somewhat of that view. Since 
they began to* build the road north of 
Iiftke Superior both these American gen- 
tlemen rotircd and became, not friends 
and allies, but enemies, of tho C. P. R.

Canadian Pacific railway in Btitish Col- 
umbia but theru wan not a contract let for 
a mile of railway west of Winnipeg. Ue 
twoen Lake Superior and Winnipeg there 
was a blank stretch which had not boon 
let and there was no prospoot of the rail- 
way being completed within a reasonable 
time. Then came the election of 1873. 
The cnnaervative party went to the coun- 
try as the advocates of a national policy. 
The popular idea in the minda of moat 
people was that it was a policy to raiao 
the tarifl', a policy of freedom and protec 
tion of native industries and development 
of native resources. It went much fur 
ther. It looked to the development of 
every part of this wide Dominion, and as 
jjarticularly inip'irtant to forco tho con- 
struction of the railw.ty immadiately. In 
the first session the government sp 



was tho feelinj; which wo had to combat, 
but the government felt that the company 
had failed beoauao of their fidelity in 
building a railway uf Canada in the full 
acceptation of the term, and thoy, there- 
fore, determined to give them this extra 
money, taking as aeouriry all their rail- 
waya, ships, and entire land grant, every- 
thing they had, and give'them the money 
to be paid to them from time to time aa 
the work wont on. But in the following 
year, 1885, thoy camo back and said that 
their securities were all bonded, and ask- 
ed for a modification of tho terms, and to 
bo given tivo milliona additional. That 
aeomod a very bard thing to oonaent to, for 
it appeared to leave ua to the mercy of our 
opponents. They stood by and told us, 
'we predicted thia thing, we t(dd you these 
pooplB would come back to us again,' 
and propheaied tri.mble, diaaster and 
ruin. But in spite of all we 
made up our uiiuds that the railway must 
be built, ond gave up tho securities bo 
that tho company could linauce for a loan. 



000,000. 'i'hc C. P. R. represents an 
aggregate of some S,55, 000,000; public 
work* of various kind represent an enor- 
mous aggregate, all of them of material 
advantage to the country, resulting in 
augmenting its prosperity. Every atngle. 
doUor, with the exception of the 
amount devoted to the suppres- 
sion of the Northwest outbreak 
and the $2,000,000 which Mr. Mackenzie ;

[Cheors.j I know of no more iii- 
toreatiugreading than to read tho debatcH of 
that time, liritiah Columbia wati described 
aa a country without resouroea — a sen of 
mountaina — as a country not to be reached 
except with enormous cost for the oonstruu- 
tiou of a railway; aud we were told that the 
effect would be ruin to Canada. Rome of 
us -myself louoiig otlnnH- -pointed to the 
fiu't thai it was not a ipiestioii of money but 
one of iiiitlolial hulior ])lpdge(l to the eon- 
Htniclioii (jf the lailwuy bargain made 
a ilistiiiit pruviiii.'e in good laitb. We 
were tidd that the bargain abould go to the 
winds anil that if British Columbia did not 
wish alliance oxcopt under reasonable lernm 
— without railway ooustruotiou — she bhould 
be allowed to go elsewhere. You were kind 
onough, Mr. Mayor, to refer to my individii- 
eifortB. . [Cheers. ] I can assure you that I 
feel deeply the kinduoaa of the people who 
at that timo [tnased a roflolntion on tho 
spoeidr I made, urging, not purticularly 
the (daims of British (.'oinnibia, Imt 
the complotiou '..'f a bargain made in 
good faith. [Loud cheera, J That resolu- 
tion hangs framed in my library to day, 
and I point to it with pride and aay that 
there at any rate is something I can hand 
down to my children as an evidence of 
the timo when puuaimisni was rampant in 
I ho country ami when it wan r-lt;iost -ao 
to speak — aa much as a man's life was 
worth to urge the construction of tho 
Canadian Pacific railway. [Loud choors.] 
Now, gentlemen, what have wo soon aiiico 
that time f It waa in 1880 that apooch 
waa niado. Immediately after tho suasion 
nogotiationa commonced with what waa 
called tlij Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, and in the fall of that year n con- 
tract was madn for the oonstruotion of 
the line.

before many years he woula bo able to 
look dov'ii on aorno (if tire young men 
who were then proaont who would 
iiavo such an opportunity of crosaing 
tho continent. [Cheers] Within 
tho next two or threo woeka if Sir 
John's health permits, and Qod grant 
that il may (long continued appUuie), 



time Kugli.sh eapitafiats, startled perhaps by 
the courage of our railway and government, 
took up their securities, and within one 
month tbo live niillioua, which were not due 
until l.M.Sli, were reiiaid to us; and last[ses - 
(lion, four years before Ihe amonut^vas duo, 
they I'lime and said, 'Wt- are ready to pay 
the thirty millions back if you will take, for 
ten iiiillioiiH, land to thiil aiaount valued at 
JLiOU per aero, the bidiinee to be jjiiid in 
eiish.' So that to-day the road is completed 
under the original terms, with tho exception 
that for ten millions wu lakeland instead of 
money, and we take back those lauds at 
oue-half the price placed on them by our 
opponenta; and I think therefore that the 
record of the government as well as of tho 
eom]Hiny entitleH tln^in to the eoiisidoratioH 
of the ixHjple .li this country who admire 
courage in statemucn as well as in individu- 
als. [(;heors.J Hill curiously enough we 
have even to-day to justify our policy iu 
eonu(!ction with the raihe.-iy. If you will 
look at Grip yon will liiid a statemeut of tho 
jjolicies of tho two political leaders, where 
•Sir John Macdonald 'b pohcy is called a 
Mingo' policy, aud Mr. Blake's a 'business- 
like' policy; and Mr, Ulake to-day is going 
through Ontario trying to convince the peo- 
ple that bis policy would have been infinite- 
ly hotter. [Laughter.] I can understand 
that five years ago, but I confess to you 
thai in presoiieoof the fuel that peojile aro 
traveling over tho railway, and that the 
British (Joliiinbians are presenting addroaaea 
to those who have come over the lino 
I can hardly understand how cny man 
but one who neither forgets nor learns 
aoythingi'could advance such a monstrous 
proposition. That policy was to leave 
llio lino north of Lake Superior and 
through Britiah Coliinibia to the remote 
future, and' to build tho tine a bit at a 
time, creeping after aettluinunt, with tho 
idea that by the time it got to the foot of 
the Bookiea there would be such a popu- 
lation as would warrant further oonstruc 
tion. I wish you all long life, but y(i,u 
would live very long gonllemun, if tlio 
construction uf tho lino had depended 
upon that buainesa-liku method. (Laugh- 
ter and cheers.) But wo are told that 
the government, had enormously 
increased 'the public debt. I do not 
BOO how it could be othurwiso, but as we 
are all intoroatod in seeing how wo stand 
in this regard, you will pardon ine for 
entering slightly into dotuila. The debt 
of Canada baa inoreased very much since 
1878. I have no desire Ri a member of 
the govornniontor aa a public man lo un- 
derestimato that fai^t. It liaa increased 
since thon ono hundred and aix and a half 
million dollars, but our avail- 
able aaaets have iiioronaod in so 
much larger a dugrou that tho actual 
debt has only inoreased lixty-Ove and a 



vinoei as you wish to see Eastern Can- 
adians here [oheors] It is this interchange 
which must in llio long run break 
down the provincialiam which exists 
more or leas in all parts of 
the Dominion and I can only hope 
that one of the boat rosulta will be thia 
fact, that it will produce that greater re 
ciprocity of intoreat and feeling between 
tho diUorent parts which will make ua all 
work for tho common good.

The rugged 
shores of Lake Superior, which we were 
told would not be traversed by rail ways, 
are already dotted I find by village." which 
are springing U[) along the lino, and where 
a traffic is developiii),; whore no one hoped 
for it 80 early in the West, Wo are go- 
ing to open up our western territories to 
the old world. Canadians who are now 
in the western states of America would 
have still have been in Canada had we 
had this line; but now they are coming 
ba -k under the old Hag agniu, [Cheera J ; 
I aincoroly hope that beforu long a largo i 
immigration will ensue to our Wcatern 
territories, finding there the largest and 
beat area of unoooupied country. We ore 
already giving those, territories repreaen- 
tation in parliament, and they in addition 
aro enjoying the full benefit of civil 
rights — all ua a r. s;il: of railway cniiatrnc 
tion, without which these toiritoriea must 
have remained uninhabited. We find 
tha flow sf population ia beginning to come 
to British Columbia itself. Men are bo- 
ginning to discover that that sea of m.iuii- 
taius is full of reaoiircea. Its minerals, 
its timber and its liahorioa are attracting 
men from tho iOtat. During the last aea- 
aion uf Parlianiont we chartered one line 
of railway to run from the 0. P. R. to a 
mining district, and before ten years are 
over you will find these braiiclipa running 
oaat and weat, and Briliali Oiduiiibia will 
bocomo what 1 have not lieailated lo say 
ill tho Parlianiont of Caiiida, one of the 
richest pruvineuB in the Dominion Thon

A LAKE inirSTEHY. 

UlMOOOUNTABLE OlMPPEARANOE OVAVEt- 
^SetANDHeB'CREW. 

Chicago Ncwa. 

"I'm tolling you that the great lakes 
Lavo their myateries as well as the 
seas," said the captain of tliH schooner 
Three Brothers as lie laid down the pa- 
per he.had bepn-perusing for tho last 
half lioiir. "Boy and man, ^I've sailed 
the lakes for the last twonty-fivo yeaia 
and I've inot with some things that 
have staggered nie. Porh ipB theatran- 
geht of all was the loBS of the crew of the 
Jamestown. 

"This affair took place in 1862, dur- 
ing the excitement and hurly-burly of 
war, and the circumstance wa» speed- 
ily forgotten under the press of other 
matters. At that time I was in a wheat 
carrier called the Flying Cloud and 
hailing from Chicago. The Jamestown 
belonged somewhere on the Ohio shore 
of Lak^ Erie — at Painesville. I think. 
She was in the lumber trade, making 
her runs been Saginaw and Toledo and 
Saginaw and Sandusky. On the night 
of the '2l8t of August, in the year 
named, as we were abreast of Alpena, 
on Lake Michigan, the wind died out 
until wo scarcely had steeragi; way, and 
the lake was almost as uniooih as a 
millpond. It was a warm, starlight 
night, and the sail in sight wlinn uigiit 
shut down was a propellui- far to tlio 
east of UH, evidently bound for tieorgi- 
an bay. What little wind there was, 
and what we had for several hours, 
was directly aft, or from the north, 
and any vessel beating up against ii 
eould not have made a mile an hour. 
Remember, now, I havo told you that 
at dusk no vessel was in sight to lJi>' 
south of us. 

About 10 o'clock, with the svind so 
light that our booms were swinging in- 
board when the schooner lifted now 
and then on a lone swell, and wLen 
everybody on board e.xcept the mate, 
lookout aud a man at the wheel had 
turned in, the voice of the lookout was 
beard shouting: 

"Port! "port I There's a schooner 
dead ahead of usl Over with her; 
heave I" 

"The man at Ibfl wheel pulled lior 
over, and her head went around slow- 
ly, and next moment we rubbed along- 
side of a oraf t co close that any of us 
could have jumped aboard of her. I 
was on deck as she came abreast of us, 
and I ran to the port side, followed by 
three or four of the crew, and called 
out to know what, she was doing with- 
out a light in the rigging. She hadn't 
even a light in her binnacle, and all 
aboard was dark and silent, with 
never a man showing liis face. She had 
all sail set, and as true as 1 sit here Hh» 
was sailing dead in the wind's eye! She 
pasaed us slowly and majestically, and 
though wo hailed again aud again, not 
a human being showed himself. She 
hadu't passed us more than two lengths 
before her head fell oil" to the norlh- 
ofllpg and she seemed to lose her way. 
— i-nwC,-we weren't making a mile an 
hour, aud so you may reason that wluit 
sailing was done was performed by the 
strange craft, and that dead to wind- 
ward. 

"Well, sir, a.-i she lay to after' pass- 
ing us the mate comes running up and 
sinf^s out that evaryboJy aboard of her 
must be asleep or dead, and it seemed 
the proper thing to drop the yawl into 
the water and lioard her. lieforo doing 
so, however, we bailed iier several times 
at the top of our voieeii willinul gi-tling 
an answer. I took thu bout and two 
men and pulled oil to bur. .Slie was in 
ballast, with never a rope trailiii:,' o\-i'V- 
board, and 1 liad lo get up by the fore- 
cbains. 1 took a hmtern with iuh and 
one of the sailors climbed ov(-r tiie 
bows with me while the other iield the 
yawl fast. We found everything as 
tihi|i3hape as you please, every rope 
coiled down and every halyard uiadt^ 
fast in sailor fashion. There wa.'in't a 
sign of a struggle on deck, and no 
moro could you discover any evidence 
that the crew had left in a Imrry. Tho 
yawl was missinc, but the curious 
thing about it was the tatkles had been 
hauled u)> as if by somebody on board. 
This wouldn't havi? been the case, you 
know, if the boat had been lowered in 
a hurry aud brought alongsiile. 

"We made a dive into tho fo'custle 
but found no one. Tho men's bags wor(i 
tiicre and nothing had been taken. We 
visited the caliin, but with the same 
result. Clothing hung on the hookn, 
and everything looked as if the cup 
tain and mate bad just slep))ed on 
deck. We examined the pantry, Imt 
there were no signs that food had Ixn n 
taken away. Here v^as a vessel on a 
calm sea with every sail set and no 
body on board, aud 1 found myself 
growing chicken-hearted as we looked 
her over. Had she sprung a leaki i 
didn't believe it, because she bad the 
buoyant spring of a dr? vessel, but we 
pulled oS a batch and descended. She 
was as dry as a bone. 

"I had recognized the craft long bn- 
fore this as the Jaiuestowti, and knew 
hor captain to bo a man named Charles 
Day. She carried si.x men before llie 
mast, and there were captain, unite and 
cook to make the complement nine. 
When we had hunted from top to bot- 
tom without finding a soul on board I 
just felt my hair trying to stand up 
and a cold chill climbing up my iipine. 
The man with n)0 was coniploiely un- 
uerved, and I had to cuss his eyes good 
and stout to keep bim from running 
away. 

Here was a big chance for salvage, 
as you can see, and I called the ollir r 
man aboard and wo took in all sail. 
We then got her hawser over the bow, 
pulled her head around and took it 
aboard the Flying CJloud. With any 
sort of decent weather we had a good 
show of getting her into Tawas or Fort 
Austin. When it camo to' putting a 
man aboard at hor wheel not one of 
roy men would go, no matter wliat I 
pron)iBed. I had tlierot'oro decided lo 
go myself in case a brc/ze prang up, 
when what should come boumiugdown 
pn us bu^ A v/hite squall. It caught us 



in a box,and we escaped bj the skin 
of our teeth. When we got time to 
draw breath and look around the 
Jamestown had disappeared, the haw- 
ser having snapped, and she was not 
seen again by mortal eyes. 

I reported the case of course, and 
it was known all around the lakes, 
but not only passed out of sight for- 
ever, but neither her boat nor a man 
of her crew has been heard from to 
this day. They were kioked after by 
tugs and other craft and the shores 
were watched for months, but all in 
vain."
